.iftornoon. Her iiati two serlou: lec- 
tures In the city save way to one con- 
i.ilnlne more levity, and she dally 
amused tho large audience yvMf her 
picture of the daily life of the "Grcat- 
grand-mothcr of parllnnionts ". 

Miss Wilkinson admllted lier in 
ubillty to undtTFiaiid wliy the women 
of the Province of Quebec had not yet 
r.eceived.lhe franchise. "1 wonder what 
the men of the province muit be like, 
Jf they can keep the vote from the wo 
*ncn. Tho men in England' crumpled at 
our approach." 

Burn toe Early 

The old parliament building-s were 
burned during the worst period of Vic 
torlan architecture, with the result 
that those erected are now far from 
-jç§f{iù^ iD any sense was the speaker's 
opinion. She here compared it with a 
railway station, saying lliai the House 
of Lords might be compared to ^ the 
flriit class waiting room, while the 
House of Commons to the second 
class. ■ ^ 

"Wo aie influenced by the houses 
wo live in," said Miss Wilkinson, and 
tlie continued to point out that the 
Houses of Parliament of the British 
government was, about 1900. tho most 
exclusive men's club in Europe. Xo 
thought was ever given to the chance 
of women's entry Into the* politics of 
the countrj', and the resultant lack-of 
accommodation provided for them, 
makes llic life for them there most 
uncomfortable. Long corridors divld 
the too few rooms that are alloled to 
the women, and no chance of seclusion 
for more than a few minutes Is pro 
vlded even for the men. 

Compare! Comforts 

Having visited Washington while on 
her prfsent lour, elie was able to 
point a few differences that exist be- 
tween the two parliament tiuildines. 
At the U.S. capital, each congressman 
iff alloted a room for himself with an 
aitutched office for his clerk. This 
niaUe MIbb Wilkinson somewhat en 
N lous, since in London, only tho min 
istere have offices of their own, while 
the ordinary member must use the 
' libraiy or on© of the few lounge rooms 
In which to do any private work. 

A thousand and one different prob- 
lems a day is the lot of an M.P. and 
the siifaUcr uavc a few humorous e.\-

Lecture Illustrated by Slides 
And Moving* 
Pictures , 

The "Xorlh Country by Air" was the 
title of the lecture given by Col. Bovey 
at a meeting of the Alumae Society of 
McGlll which was held yesterday in 
the R.V.C. The speaker stressed the 
advantages of . the progress made In 
Canadian aviation. Through this med- 
ium many places, iiiiherto unknown, 
have been discovered and developed, 
much to the benefit of Canada. 

The Indians the lecturer said, have 
told of places where gold and copper 
have been discovered. The district 
about the Saguenay River and Lake 
St. John is verj licli in water-power, 
mineral resources and foresl-wealt'.i. 
Until the advent of the aeroplane, the 
Xorth .country was visited only with 
the neatest, difflcuity, and it took 
many months before a prospector or 
trapper arrived at his destination. 
Townt Growing Largtr 
Hence that vast region of Canada re- 
mained unknown while it could have 
been used to the country's benefit. The 
speaker now showed how that part of 
the province Is now slowly filling with 
inhabitants, and the towns around the 
lakes and the rivers liave been grow- 
ing larger and larger each yeai-. 

The lecturer also showed a few 
slides and' moving pictures of a trip 
from Luke Kt. John to tlie Jtou^'n dis- 
trict, demonstrating thc'pldces where 
Cannon an.".'Lizotte, two aviators were 
lost ;-ecQ>jt!y «car Luke Chibougamau. 
J le showed pictures' of tho great 
forests of tlic Xorth,' and staled that 
Canada had about 130 million square 
miles of fore.st, of wliicli over 100 uill- 
liott. uqiiarc niilctj still belong to the 
Government, i^nd are not being used. 

The now fjynous district of the 
Kouyn has developed within the la t 
few years, and its dcvelu|)nient has 
been greatly aided by the aeroplane. 
They curry the iirospcclois, freight, 
and mall, and they patiol the vast for- 
eels to keep u lookout for fli-cs. 
Protpectcri Safer 
Tlie speaker showed, in lliciie pic- 
lures, tho development of llic country 
in tlie northern region, which was 
brought about ni-ilnly by the l;clp uf 
aviation. Now .prospcotora aro ; ol 
obliged to penetrate an unknown spot,

"The medical profession in the last 
twenty years has undergone a great 
change In Ihc use of drugs", Klntcd Dr. 
A. IJ, J. Moore, Dean of tho Dept. 
of I'hnrmncy hiHl night at tho nicct- 
hiK of tho Medical UndcrgradiialOH 
iiooicl.v, when ho .spoke on ".N'arco- 
tics — their origin, use, and abiLsc." 
With many Interesting examples of tho 
more common drtigs used. Dr. Moore 
gave brief histories uf their ptist and 
present uses and .then told of the 
cures now available. 

Opium w.as the first narcotic touch- 
ed on by the speaker. In it« crude 
form It is extracted from an incision 
made in the unripe capsulo ot the 
white popijy which grows, among 
other places. In Turkey and Persia. 
This opitim contains over lïVs/S mor- 
phine which Is very h.ibit forming 
but whoso powers are only available 
as tho soluble salt. The older the 
drug tho drier andi stronger it gets. 
Uta of 'Opium 
Speaking of its use Dr. 31oore said, 
"Chinamen should not be condemned 
as opium fiends for they know liow 
to smoke it. First they boll tho crude 
preparation, and thus reduce tho 
amount of opium by a'half. To take 
away the irritation of inhalation of 
tho other narcotics present they cook 
the 'pill' over a flame and then lie 
jown and after six or eight Inhala- 
tions pass out to Elysian fields." Mor- 
phine Is not h!ibit forming when given 
under the jurisdiction of a physician. 

The next drug Dr. Mooro referred 
to wa.") heroin. This narcotic Is do- 
rived from morphine by the action of 
acetic anhydride on It, and is four 
or five times stronger than morphine 
and far more habit forming. .Seventy- 
five per cent of hold-ups are the work 
ot heroin addicts. The drug was first 
Introduced by a German, Heroin, as 
a substlluto and antidote for mor- 
phine. The fiend on the Ktroet does 
not want morphine but lieroin — J 
grain of It gives tlie 'S51p' of C grains 
of morphine. U is manufactured only 
in Germany and is sent all over tho 
world surreptitiously. Ifcroln has no 
place in the work of the medical pro- 
fession today. ,

Africa Not Wild 
As People Think 

Prof. Clarke Outlines liuiiiuii 
Problems in South Africa 

Canadians, aa n rule, are ignorant 
of African affairs, said frotcssor P. 
Clarke, head of the Department of 
Education In his address to llio Cal- 
vary Men's 1-lrotherhood, .Sunday. 'I'lic 
topic \\i\H "The Human I'roblcin In 
South Africa." 

•'Africa is not in the wild ami pri- 
mitive condition which Canadians 
sometime!) seem to think, ond, oven 
in the heart ot that continent, on the 
Zambesi fliver, when a confeiiMuG of 
Uritlsh African .States was hold re- 
cently, practically nil the delegates 
cam'e to the moclings by motor car, 
thus showing that llie country was 
by no nivalis su geiicrally linija-fsalilc 
ii£ pictured for the benefit of would 
be louri.st, Klated llio speaker. 

Here lies the prolilem Iheii, au 
cording lo I'rofcs.'ior Clarke. Colored 
moil ai'e trying lo ll\'c; a.s wliltcs on a 
colored in.an's wage. What Ifi tiie 
result'.' He poinled to one very ccil- 
ous effect, namely, the iiifantiio death 
rate in ono congested native popula- 
tion ill a certain city was 700 In 
every thousand. This would spell 
tlisa.ppeaiance ot the race showing 
buch vital statistics. The skilled 
native labor Is recompensed by a 
wage of £1 a week, whereas skilled 
white labor gels £1 a day.

Tho populotlon, tho speaker went 
on Is composed of Scots, Irish, Ital- 
ians. Americans nnd'Xcgros. To-day 
those various races are so bloiulod 
that It is practically impossible to 
difforcnllate between them. The chief 
goveriunont on the Island Is tho fani- 
ons, "iPîimlly Parliament," Justice Is 
stern, but often softens to-wards a 
riucnt talker. 

Life on llie Island at times Is al- 
most unbearable, especially at times 
when ono does not .see a ship from 
six to Uvclvo iiuimli?;. Ilofoi-*: the 
Panama I'aiial was opened Tristan 
W.-U nn importiint point of call, hut 
now a ship calls only lo deliver long 
overduo mail or, to savo tho popuia- 
l!on from starvation. Lindsay, in 
responding to a question from ono of 
tlio auilieiice. declared that Ihe Island 
was of immciiso value as a whaling 
station: Nightingale Island nearby 
nhould ' prove in tho future, a groat 
source ot fertiliser with which it 
abounds. 

In form, tho island is almost round, 
with tho cons of nn extinct volcanoe 
us its chief feature. Tho nearest land 
Is that of South Georgia, and it la 
duo lo llio winds from this land that 
it i.-i lmpo.sslblo to cultivate Tristan da 
Cunha. 

Lindsay closed his talk by saying 
that in spite of Iho.Si'cat hardships of 
tlu) past ho was quite willing to re- 
liirn' to the island again as its mis 
sionary.

"The present condltIon.<î are not due 
to local cai;st,-i but to ones th.at are 
world wide. In Canada tiie news- 
print industry and the marketing of 
our wheat, through certain errors In 
judgment, have contributed to Cana- 
dian depression. Similarly, the reme- 
dies are not of a. local nature; it is 
unju.it to blame the start of the de- 
pression on our past government, or 
the continuance ot the same to the 



new governmont.

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Looking For Trouble 

If other arts and sciences are declin- 

■ ine under tlio enervating influence of 
modern life, there is one. at least, which 
retains all its pristine vigor, and, indeed, 
has a tendency to improve as time goes on. 

. We refer to the dignified occupation of 
i iooking for trouble. The best 'editors, 
. writers, proachcr.=:, teachers and politicians 

■ spend a good pro]X)rtion of their time 
searching diligently after trouble in high 
places, and the success attending their ef- 
forts is truly remarkable. 

No good city editor on any large news- 
paper considers the week complete if there 
has not been at least one cutting reference 
to the. city authorities and when there 
really is some slight irregularity, he con- 
siders that only headlines can assuage the 
public's wounded feelings. Most news- 
paper men in intimate conversation refer 
to the City Hall as the "Steal Works", and 
find it impossible to grasp the conception 
that there may be a good man or two 
among the city's administrators. -They see 
graft in everj-thing and intent to defraud 
in everything. 

Others in their spheres make a habit 
and a virtue of the process of badgering 
the authorities. The government is cor- 
rupt, the educational system is useless, cer- 
tain nations are on the brink of war, so- 
and-so is pushing plans not for the gen- 
eral good but for his own agg«indisement. 
So goes the mouthing refrain. 

Admittedly the critics have their place, 
but not the blustering fools who rush to 
print with slanders and misrepresenta- 
tions. A sincere critic, it has been obser- 
ved by one writer, must mean to benefit 
jthe subject of his criticism, he must ap- 
proach sjTTipathetically, speak softly, win 
regard and then suggest his changes. And 
the person or institution who has done this 
seldom has to advance a criticism or an 
opinion more than once. On the other 
Jiand, brutal destruction meets with oppo- 
sition, recriminations and trouble. 

That the latter type of criticism is 
most prevalent today needs no demonstra- 
tion." In the highest circles, from people 
who should know better, emanate really 
cruel observations on opposed thought; 
and in lower places the process of public 
bickering as an instrument of progress is 
the accepted practice. 

To those who are removed a Jittle fur- 
ther from the theatre of conflict, than our- 
selves, it must be more than a trifle amus- 
ing, to sec college newspapers telling the 
authorities just "where to get off at." We 
have in mind one particular paper, always 
in hot water, always taking some faculty 
member to task for something, always on 
the point of being suppressed and always 
granted grace to continue the fight against 
.what it considers to be tyranny and op- 
pression. Admitting that university gov- 
ernors are not alway.s as helpful and sym- 
pathetic, as they might l>e, there is a limit 
to which, badgering and obstruction can 
go. . 

Yes, trouble is easy to find. We, our- 
selves, know of one or two places where 
we can locate it anytime. But on the well- 
known theory of sleeping dogs we prefer 
to ignore them since we cannot suggest 
anything better at present and dislike the 
idea of laying ourselves open to the charge 
of being, as a high dignitai-y referred to a 
contenifcorary, "a bunch of kids raising 
hell."

The university, boliie a place to fit ug for 
life, muxt of necessity conllnuo tlio honors system 
For our study wo liavo a choice of the {;encral or 
the honors course. Jlost of us chose tho honora 
one. To bo trite citizens wo could not do olher- 
wisc. 

But there Is one thing in which McGIll Is lack- 
liijî. Up to llio i)rcsent oho has not introduood 
tho honor Kystcni for examinations. There has 
yet to be heard the jirofessor .xaylng, "This ex- 
amination is to be conducted on tho honor sys- 
tem. You win t!»ko up your positions two desks 
apart- and three rows deep." ^ 

There was a noble effort of! tho part of the 
Students' Council In allowing Ballet. Lenz. White- 
head or somebody to conduct a course In tho art 
of playing Contract Bridge, In tho Union Ball- 
room, with tho emphasis laid upon the scoring 
of honors. More should be dona In this direction, 
for Instorice, a course for those who are seeking 
election to some student office, on tlio way how 
not to buck tho cr,owd so that votes may be assured. 

Honors iiave been particularly 'nssociated with 
New Years. There waa some kins or other who 
originated it. It was his resolution for ,New Years 
that upon certain remunerative gesUcdlaUona he 
would make some people nearly as much respected 
as he. Of course ho always had his tonguo in 
his cheek. 

As has been pointed out before the University 
is a theocratic body. Theocratic bodies honor 
people by making then) salnU. This-^the Univer- 
sity can never do, because . saints are only made 
such some hundreds of years *af ter they are dead, 
when their overjday life has been forgotten, hap- 
pily or othewlse. The University does its best by 
honoring people after they have, come under its 
influence for four years or more by putting letters 
after their name instead of before it. - 

Seeing this weakness in the system and do- 
ing its best to remedy It iho Students' Council has 
been yearly in the habit ot following the mon- 
archical system and Issuing a New Years' Honors' 
list. Those who are to be so singularly, or plural- 
ly honored, this year will be, of course this is only 
our surmisal, ; aind must not be taken as authori- 
tative, the foiiowlng:— F. JIunroe Bourne, Claude 
W. Morrison, O. Allison Hollan^ Ross T. Murray, 
.Samuel R. Granger, Sidney G. Garland, Lawrence 
Hart and Bernard F. Alexander. 

Together with such houcrs.as- are awarded 
'there goes a treasured parchment, the inscription 
of which says:— "We, the Students' Executive 
Council of McGlll • University, Certify that 
WILLIAM SMITH by virtue ot Ills services to the 
Student Body for the Session of 1930, us OFFICE 
WARMER is entlUed to wear the Class A Senior 
Executive Award, ^Ith nil tho honors and privi- 
leges pretalnlng thereto." ^ 

That little clause with regard to all the honors 
and privileges pertaining thereto seems to be the 
greatest part about it, for when tho treasured 
parchment is refused and returned, by '(iom« un- 
cultured person who has not had tho proper up- 
bringing, It Is dropped into the wasto paper bas- 
ket, with ,»II Its honors and privileges. 

Our suggestion Is that the phrase, the Stu- 
dent Body, should be clxinged to, his or her stu- 
dent body. This would allow for greater Bcope ot 
presentation, and could bo awarded at the dis- 
cretion of neutral Judges, who would appear in- 
cognito, luid at unknown hours at the track, "Alma 
Mater Dance, K. of C. Tank and dormltoriea of 
the n.V.C. 

The Athletic Board is very wiso in the award- 
ing of Its honors. It does not l^ave such things 
to the chance mind of students. There are somo 
people to whom It is undesirable to give awards- 
It makes them too buniplous. And for those who 
rcfuso them, it deals more liumancly. 

With Kow Years there are also other honors. 
Many are awaiting tlio results of the exams for 
tho first term.

THE 
MUSIC 
COLUMN

A recent editorial mentioned tlio fad that 
higher mathematics and tho more advanced bran- 
ches ot science In general are a closer approach 
to a study of philosophy than most pêoplo unfam- 
iliar with them can realize. A reverse of this can 
be true of music, and the most expressive of the 
arts can becomo a study In simple arkhmctle or 
In the mechanical manipulation' of a .sound pro- 
ducing Instrument. 

Everybody who has passed through the ele- 
mentary school has hàd a smattering of at least 
the tonic solfa and has learned , the rudiments of 
time. Variation from those wos Imposslblc' so that 
the latter became a knowledge of the simple pro- 
portions Into, which a bead could be divided, while 
pitch became the recognition of a particular note 
In the scale. Composers must keep within bounds 
prescribed by the compass ef musical Instruments, 
and must keop to the conventional beats per bar. 

Muslo has been studied by the, physicist from 
the scientific viewpoint, resulUng in an explana- 
tion not only of the reason for differences In pitch, 
but also for the various tones, and "vibrato". 
Sounds are caused by the waves In air that are 
sent out from a rapidly vibrating body striking 
the ear-drum and causing a nervous response. The 
rate at which the body vibrates controls the pitch, 
that of a low note being much slower than that 
of 8 high note. Tone depends on the number of 
harmonies,, or, secondary .vibrations in addition to 
the tundamehtat noté, .while "vibrato" or beats 
as they are technically termed. Indicates some- 
thing out of tunc. 

When first Introduced to mathematical per-' 
mutations and combinations, the Idea presented 
itself that It might bo possible to work out all 
the musical pieces that will ever he written, by 
this method. All the factors, both of time and 
pitch being known, it appeared possible,— theore- 
tically, but actually the numbers grow so quick- 
ly as to dissuade even tho most ambitious. 

Those of us who live near, — or with perhaps, 
— someone who Is starting the study of a musical 
instrument, Inevitably pass through a state of 
various degrees of nervous strain, while withstand- 
ing the noise occasioned. This must be worse to 
tho mu.sician teaching tho beginner, for he or she 
lias in all probability reached the stage of the 
artist, where music become a means of expres- 
sion, and to whom tho misuse ot the Instrument 
borders almost on the sacrilegious. 

Nobody can -within reason deny the artistic 
possibilltlos ot music, but it Is well to remind those 
who forget that It has a technical side. Musical 
instruments require physical effort as well as an 
understanding spirit In order to be played well, 
and either one without the other apelle fanure to 
the artist.' 

The Symphony Concert 

If the concert by tho IMontreal brchcstra 
started somewhat weak, It finished by being bet- 
ter even than during the past performances. The 
Ballet Suite contained some Interesting pieces of 
music, but was spoiled by a too elaborate ending 
Tho orchestra did not soeni as interested in It 
aa they usually are In the pieces they ploy, but 
improved towards tho end. Brahms Symphony No. 
3 started In a similar manner, due no doubt to 
the rather i^nlnterestlng music in the first move- 
ments, but with tho third and fourth movements, 
the order of things changed, and the musicians 
came up to their brilliant iiorformance ot last 
week. This symphony has a stirring ending, and 
was played with all tiie vigour and beauty that 
can be oxpootod. The Petite Suite by Debussy 
which followed appealed little to the audience on 
account of the difficulty of discovering the mo- 
tive In this composer's. music, but tho Fuguo which 
came last proved Ibo surprise of tho day. Its ren- 
dition excused the orchestra for anything, being 
far beyond tho imagination ot any ot its audience. 
Thin typo ot music Is written mainly lor tho or- 
gan, and this particular selection was orchestrated 
by Blgar. The melody Is taken up' by a different 
section of the orchestra after every > few bars, and 
Ih most difficulté to conduct. Mr, CInrko desorvou 
much ot the praise, for' his part was very well 
done, while llio orchestra suriiassed all previous 
standards,

II 
tho piirch.-i.<ilng' power had been adé- 
quate to handle tho. protlnclion there 
would not bo over-piodiirlion. 

'I'rlccs canio down because of do- 
flc.'eiify In purcha.sing puwer. Ovci 
.tpKciiiatlon diverted billions of dol- 
lars Into tho stock market Instead o' 
buying tho goods produced and thuf 
these goods cannot niovo. Money us- 
ed for piiichase.i Is locked in the Unit- 
ed .Stales, I'lance. and tho Argentine 
and when funds go from London or 
Berlin to New York the.se financial 
centers cannot icplonlsli tlicmselvei 
with gold. Coiise<iuci)tly, there Is a 
condition ot maldistribution of pur- 
chasing power. 

"Since tho fail in prices started In 
thô summer of 1929, world prices on 
tho whole have fallen about 20 per- 
cent and In Canada tli« unmo condi- 
tion prevails. Business In the New 
York Stock Market wns released 
about a year ago, but this has not 
altered' conditions because the velocity 
of circulation ot money ha.s been 
steadily slowing down. This velocity 
Is 10 percent slower in Canada now 
titan a year ago. There Is enough 
purchasing power now to tako care of 
the world's trade, but the rate of the 
circulation is too slow. 

Savings Inereaiing 

"Demand Deposltes in tho banks 
are circulating 60 times' as fast as 
Saving Deposites. Savings are piling 
up aU over the world to-day and this 
is our principle guarantee for the re- 
covery of the depression.^ There can- 
not be tho .permanent phenomenor 
of Idle funds. TIjey will force their 
way Into employment and will con- 
■lequently provide work" for men and 
machinery and tlie wheels ot industry 
will turn more actively once more. 

"The recovery from the depression 
has not yet. begun. Most economists 
can say what is going to happen, bul 
tho big question, and the one which 
la very difficult to answer, is when 
Is It going to happen. In the first 
place we have to assume that the 
world Is going to stay at peace both 
internationally and industrlalij-. Bri- 
tain has weakened herself in the 
world's market by the struggle be- 
tween labour and capital in the coal 
a.nd cotton industries. 

Cost of Production 

"Secondly can we assume that the 
employers are able to cut down their 
costs of production so as to meet the 
falling prices'? There is every pros 
pect that the next generation will be 
in era of falling prices, but It la im 
possible for anyone to verify this 
statement. . ; 

"In tho third place can wo' assume 
that public confidence is going to be 
restored In the face of these risk! 
and dangers? If there wore this con- 
fidonco money would, circulate nor- 
mally and prices would not fall. Thl.« 
Is one of tho greatest Influences tr 
restore tho status quo. 

"Beforo the. recovery of industr:- 
gets under way it will likely bo pro- 
ceeded by a strong bond 'market am' 
small dividends. Such a maijket wi " 
stimulate tho construction Industrie 
all over tho world and there will bo a 
distribution of wages to tho man Ir 
tho • street which will transmit to 
manufacturing industries a deniam' 
for goods. These processes to l}0 ef 
fectlvo must be International and no- 
local. Opinion Is divided as to wheih 
cr tho.so changes in industry will bt 
veceded by a atodk, market recover: 
Recovery Is likely to be slow In an- 
case ns It depends on public confi- 
dence and this cannot bo expected to 
come back quickly. 

"Tho thing which would do more 
than Anything olso for Canada, If the 
above assumptions a.ro correct, would 
be lo go through with the St. Law- 
rence Wnlerways Dovelopemeht 
scheme because U la tho one \ ery b'.y 
construction undertaking which w( 
can seo Is going to come about soon 
Tho commencement of work on thh 
scheme will go a long way In res- 
toring confidence oven In tho aroiir 
not directly effected. 

"A portion of tho unemployed In tho 
world Is due to moro offeotlvo ma- 
chinery being used, hut tho dopros-: 
sion Im not an oiitcomd of It. With 
regard to Canada, the development of 
tho country was so rapid beforo the 
war that now Inventions In machinery 
did not affect Iho unemployment si- 
tuation.

ered only one point, and dropped down,^ notch, leaving the 
Wheelers one full game'a*hcad of itKSfredmen. 

MeGill Score» First 
Opening the tirst period with a fine 
burst of speed. Coach Bobby Bcirs 
rcdelad puckmen carried the play to 
Columbus nnd eoalkeeper Oborne had 
plenty to do. After four minutes had 
elapsed. Jack McGHl and Nelson 
Cnitchfleld performed a duo that r,'- 
sultcd în the redmen opening the 
soorlnp. McGlU passed to Cnitchfleld 
m the Irish blue Jlno as they ap- 
proached the Columbus citadel. Just 
ks Crutchfleld boat the opposing de- 
fence, he sent the puck back to Mo- 
OIU, who drove the rubber home, 
Oborne having no cba.nce to save. The 
red and white forwards continued to 
bore In, Fanner, Ward and Farquhar- 
Kon keeping Oborne on bis toes. 

Columbus lied the score towards 
the end of th«" first period when 
O'Connell skated down to senâ a low 
hard one at Powers from the left 
boards. The puck hit the McGlll cus- 
todian's stick at an angle and bound- 
ed Into the net. 

Powers Kept Bu»y 
Encouragjd "by their tying counter 
late in the first session, Columbus 
• started "the middje frame at a fast 
pace, and here Powers, reliable SIc- 
Ulll goalkeeper performed In great 
style.

French Education System 
Unlike American Methods 



Andre Maurois Tells How University Work Abrouit Begins 
After Degree Is Received; Social Life Not Combined 
' With Learning

A. n. or IJ. !<. decrees, lie la then 
ready to enter the "iiiiivcrsitc." 

"Only a relatively small pc:ccnt,ige 
ot French »tudents continue their 
studies in iinivenslly work. Uy far the 
çrea'.er p.-irt content themselves with 
Che iletrrecs pained In tho "lycce." 

"necnuse upon cntcrins: the I'rcnch 
"iinAcrsiio" iho student iia* already 
liiutliod a course much similar to the 
snc th;u rompleles the average .Vmer- 
c.in youih's education, the university 
r.udica hcs'n witha highly Ultflcult 
lypo ot work. 



"University life In France,"' con- 
tinued Prof. Maurois, "differs radical- 
ly from university llto In tho United 
States. In tho American collego tho 
students llvo together In donnllorlcs, 
in clubs, or in fratcrnltleM. Tlie nn- 
dergraduato life ot tlio Ainerican uni- 
versity constlutes a completo aocl.il 
unit. On tho other hand, the life of tho 
student 'attending tho French 'unlver- 
silo' Is quite dissimilar. Tho Sorbonnc 
In I'^is Is a typical typo ot French 
university. Hero there e.\!st no dornil 
tories, no clubs, no undcrRraduato lite 
.OS It is known to American i:tudents. 
With tho exception of tho. Clto Uni • 
versltalro recently built tho Parisian 
Uvea nt his homo and tho Frovlncial'a 
lodgings may be an^■^vhore in tho city. 
Tho I'Vench student attends his lec- 
tures; ho may pain some contacl.s 
with his professors. Ueyond tills his 
university life, as It is understood in 
Amerlc.i, practically ceases. 

"The objects of tho American stu- 
dent in scok'ng Iilfc-hcr education are 
first to obtain a more advanced type 
ot learning th.an that afforded him 
by tho higit .scltool or' preparatory 
school and second to expcrlciico tho 
undergiTtduatc life and to mal<o 
friendships which the university In 
America offora lilni. U would of 
course be untrue to say t!-.at tii'j 
French student does not make 
friendships during his unlversUy 
career. But his opportunli;o3 for doln;^ 
so are much more limited In FrancL 
because the university .md tho sl'i- 
dent are not nearly so closely bound 
together.

î^^pinion. Their belief seemed to be 
that classes held on this day fail lo 
attain their object, are a lilndrunce 
to those students who work then, and 
are much nioro of a bother than they 
are an aid. 

Betty Anne Macduff, sophomore in 
journalism, says: "Probably the 
greatest number of objections we 
have against Saturday classes are 
founded on the fact that we are not 
accustomed to them and dislike what 
we are not used to. Until the Uni- 
versity gets more buildings, we pro- 
ba.bly will have to put up with them' 
whether we like It or not. I don't like 
Saturday classes because I am lazy 
about getting up for them. Also they 
interfere very much witli the student 
who Is working part or all day .Satur- 
day." 

I "Saturday classes." says Carol 
Hurlburt, society.^ pdltor of the Em- 
«•ald, • Vwell— 1 never had one and 
fhat's a continuation ot luck as well 
«8 foresight. Not liking Saturday 
classes doesn't mean that I disap- 
prove. They are one of tlte necessary 
appendages of the modern educational 
system. AVc arc no longer in liljj'ii 
.■Sphool and an entirely free week-end 
is a liang-over from high school days, 
jr our educations require a Saturday 
class or two, then — that's all there Is- 
to It." 

Carol 'Wcrsvlikul, soiriiomore In 
English, I'ndor.sos the idea advanced 
by "Jlack'' Miller llial there should 
bo at least ono day besides .Sunday 
, .entirely free of classes. ' 

''So.turdoy classes," she said, "are 
not much good. I think tliat wi' 
should havo one day more Ijosîdes 
Sunday entirely frco of classes to 
catch up on sleep and rest. Sunday 
Is moro or less occupied by dutlos 
around tlie house and there is not so 
much time to rest. M'hy couldn't wo 
have afternoon classes Instead'/ 
Everyone would like them a lot bet- 
tor. 

"I think that one of the Ideas In 
mind wlien Saturday classes were In- 
troduced was the keeping of students 
on the campus. Everyone has a right 
to leave the campus over the week- 
end, without httving to cut a cta.S8 to 
do It.

Otis Skinner, famous actor, who 
scored sucli success with the stage 
version and silent picture of "Kismet" 
is to be seen this week at His Ma- 
jesty's Theatre In a taJkle version. 
While the picture is overrated in the 
previews, Skinner's performance is of 
high merit, and worth seeing. As 
Hajj, a rascally beggar of Bagdad, he 
•occupies the spotlight for the greater 
part of the picture, and shows his 
versatility as 'in artist with a consid- 
erable agility In action and facial ex- 
pression. , 

"Kismet" Is essentially a group of 
scenes strung togetlier, in whicli Skin- 
ner scores every time. The plot Is a 
rather nimsy one, but in splte-of this 
the picture js ot somp Interest. The 
scene Is Bagdad, "arid' the story cen- 
tres about an unscrupulous beggar 
who succeeds In fooling everyone

adds mui-'h humor to tlie plcco. 

The proverbial tired business niun 
Is givr/n iiiodorale satisfaction with 
tlic occasional Interjection ot Ifarcm 
Kccnes. Ixirctta. "l'oung and Mary 
Duncan provide the chief excitement. 
In attractive oriental costume.?. IJavld 
Sfaiinors gives an agreeable i)crfonn- 
ance as the C'alipli Abdulla, but Sid- 
ney Blackmer, as Wazir of Police it 
not convincing, T^iere 5s n. tendency 
for Americanism to creep Into the 
picture, most of which, however, is 
not very obvious. 

Mention should be made of the 
Ecenlo effects. These arc elai)orate 
and add much to tho attractiveness 
of the picture. Tho reception hail 
and throne room of the Cullpli, and 
the harem, are outstanding.

In tho fight between 
Charles and his parliament, the speak 
er was forced to remain In his aeat 
while certain laws wero passed behind 
locked tloors, tliat were for the ad 
vantage of the lower house. A tradi- 
tion that has conic down to the pre 
sent day as a result of this, Is most 
humorous and was related by tho 
speaker. AVhen tho House ot Lords is 
returning a bill to tho House of Com 
mons, after Its approval, its official 
messenger passes down a long cor 
rldor, where other servants of the 
government announce him: On arrival 
at the lower house, the door, is slamm 
ed In his face and Is opened only af- 
ter he has knocked three times. This 
Is to remind the first estate, that the 
commons are most powerful. 

A description of ihe, chamber wliere 
the House of Commons meets, showed 
It to be a narrow hall, with seats 
ranged on both sides.' A gallery for 
distinguished visitors, one for ordinary 
visitors, one for the fdiifth estate, the 
press, and a 'Woman's gallery complete 
tlio accommodation. The latter is far 
away from tlie members' seats, and 
before the days of women's suffrage, 
was divided oft from the rest ot^tho 
house by an Iron screen. This disap 
pearcd with advent of the first woman 
member. Lady Astor, and women aro 
now admitted to the gallery ot dis 
tinguished visitors, an . unheard ot pro 
ccdurc a few j-cars ago. 

Little Formality ' 
Visitors are surprised at the lack ot 
formality that governs tho proceeil 
Ings of tho house. Tlie long spceclioH 
that fharuoterlsed ilio Kallicrliiss of 
•Jladjitone's time nro not toleraled, 
and even the two-hour reports tliiit 
aro Giniclimc.-i' necessary, aro accepted 
with long faces. Alcmbcrs fi|)eak ucross 
llie liull without i)otliorlng about par- 
llameiilury ju-ocedure, and arc finite 
foiKclful of the jircseiH.'e of Htiangers 
Jlai;l<-bcii(;ljcrs, iis the piivalo mem- 
bers .ure culletl, are allowed two days 
a week In wiilch to proposo bills. 
Their turn Is decided by lot, and tho 
succcijsrul winner Is' aluwed to pro- 
pose the bill which he has In mind.

Till long-hcrnldcd debnto between 
ailbcrt K. Chcslcrlon. tho Engllsli au- 
thor, nnd Clarcncn Darrow, the Krlm, 
rnpler-tonKUcj lawyer, on the .sulijrot 
of religion, was iield yesterday after- 
noon .in Mcccii Temple In New York. 

Tho stated subject of tho debate 
was: "Will the world return to re- 
ligion';" But Iho dcbalors, especially 
Dnrrow, iiindo It: ".Should Iho world 
return to lellgion." 'i'lioy Ihundored nt 
each other for three hours alioiil mir- 
acle?, the Old Teslaincnl, atoms and 
allied subject!]. 

Unrrow said llnil belief In supcr- 
natiirallsm is growing' less nnd lessi 
llo belloves tbo tlnio will como when 
nobody will believe in Christianity. lie 
recited the «toryot Adam ami Kvc and 
tlic fall of iniin, branding It as .nhsurd. 
"Any man who believed jucli a story. 
It it \yero not religious," lio said, 
"would be linnlcd off to an Insane asy- 
lum. And that's where 'ho would be- 
long." 

Miracles Still Occur 

The l.iwycr expressed wonderment 
tliat mirnclcH, such as arc recounted In 
tho Bible, do not occur nowadays. 
ClicNtertuir'sald they do. He suggested 
tlint Darrow' go lo Lourdes and ace 
sonio ot the miracles that occur tlicro. 

Darrow a.ysailcd tho Ttonian Catholic 
Church on tlio Krolind.s tlint It has 
.stood opiioKcd to knowledge througii- 
out Its history. Chesterton Insisted 
that the church's history "has been 
ono long guardianship of learning and 
knowledge.'* 

Tho affair was luclflng in vorbal ex- 
plosions and fireworks, which the cusr 
toniers e.Npcclcd. but there was . sut- 
ficlent iiumor to make it entertaining. 

Members ot tho audience wero given 
slips of paper for a verdict. Chester- 
ton received 2,359 voles, Darrow I,01!2.
